In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An Interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 11 , 1 .135. (35 U.S. C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to If an 
agreement was reached, or any other connments: The Examiner and the Applicant discussed whether a joystick can 
be considered as a dual-state button. The Examiner also noted that if the Applicant were to amend claims 23 and 27 
to recite the limitation of a "dual-state button" that the Applicant would need to file an RCE. The Examiner further 
suggested possible amendments to the independent claims that recite a dual-state button in order to overcome the 
cited art, whereby the amendments would add language that would indicate the functionality of the dual-state button. 
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
